Such was the wedding of "Dr."' W. 


S. Baldwin and MUs Eugenia Ray at 
Dolive, m Mobile county, 
Alabama. 


But this marriage forms only

chapter it the remarkable story of 
love, heroism, tragedy and 
pathos. 


Stretching back over a period of sev-

is omitted. This extra-long \ear was 
the t!r\ire of Julius Caei>ar. who und«rr- 
tc-ok to rvmedj 
an evil which had 


grown up through the practice of th* 
Roman priests of lengthening or short- 
ening she calendar }»ar at pleasure. 
But his proclamation that a day b* 
added to Kebniar> each fourth year was 
misunderstood, and ea^h third year th? 
increase «£a iuad«, so that gradual!} 
there came to be a discrepancy between 
the calendar and the astronomical year. 
which was partially corrected by Au- 
gustus in S B. C. Pope Gregory in 1577 
undertook to straighten out the calen- 
dar and brought things out right by 
annulling ten days. He ordained that 
the four-year rule be strictly observed 
throughout the Christian world, and 
practically provided for a fractional 
discrepancy by eliminating the leap 
year in all bnt one in four of the een- 
tnry years. In other words, by virtue 
of the leap-year system the gain would 
be too great in a century, and thus 1770 
bad but 365 days, also 1SSO, and 1900 
will be of the same length. The year 
2000 will be a yeap year, also 2400. In 
short, the same role of division by fonr 
that applies to the ordinary twenty 
years to place the extra day is also 
urged with the century years. 


Thus the twentieth-century -woman 


starts on her career -with a handicap.

identical year being provided with an 
extra day, St. Bridget immediately in- 
augurated the custom by proposing to 
St. Patrick, -who, of course, declined in 
deference to his priestly occupation. 
St. Bridget protested that this was a 
violation of the bargain and a com- 
promise was finally reached by which 
St. Patrick escaped from matrimony by 
giving a kiss and a silk gown, which for 
centuries formed the penalty paid by a 
man who declined a woman's proposal.

show that the injured leg was slightly 
smaller than the other.

The working hours, during 
the late war, were extended from S 
o'clock in the morning to o o'clock in

In one week eighteen 


hundred fiags were made at the flag 
department, and this was when tna 
rush of work was about over. 
The 


women cut all the square flags and the 
devices for them. The men cut the 
stars and bias pennants, and put on 
the finishing touches and the heading 
through which the rope runs. 
They 


also put in the rope and stencil the 
flag with the 
size and 
nationality. 


There Is a pattern for every flag, and 
the patterns are put away in paper 
bags when not in use. There are for- 
ty-four flags in a set of general sig- 
nals used in the navy. 
These are in 


three sizes, while the regular flag is 
made in nine sizes. 
The largest flag 


measures 
thirty-six feet long, while 


the smallest is only thirty 
inches. 


Pennants are made up to seventy feet 
long. 
There '•' : nineteen interna- 


tional signal flags ajid forty-three for- 
eign flags, which are made at the navy 
yard.—Scientific American.

PALMS OF CUBA. 


Isot only is the climate of Cuba fa- 


vorable to the planting of crops when- 
ever the farmer chooses to plant them, 
and the lands so rich that no fertiliza- 
tion is ever required, but nature seems 
to have, with a beneficent hand, reared 
many strange trees and plants to sup- 
piy tne wants 01 man without liic 
necessity of his planting them himself. 
thirst among these are 
the 
palms, 


some twenty-six varieties of which 
adorn the fields of Cuba, giving shade, 
food and life, says the Scientific Amer- 
ican. At the head of these stands tbe 
royal palm. 


The royal palm consists of a tall, 


straight trunk of a very fibrous nature 
and supports a cluster 
of tennated 


leaves like a bunch of plumes on 
a long stick. The leaves are large and 
leathery. 
These leaves continue to 


grow from the tenter to a great length. 
When the leaves cannot 
,grow any 


more, they drop to the ground from 
the bottom of the cluster, thus mak- 
ing room for the new ones which are 
always coming out of the center. 
It 


also yields, in the proper season, yel- 
low flowers. The fruit cannot be eaten. 


The styn of the long leaves is pe- 


culiar 
It is semicircular, and em- 


braces the trunk of tne tree and hold's 
the leaf in place until it. withers and 
drops to the ground. It resernoles a 
thin board and is often of great size, 
and it has a number of uses. 
The 


trunk of tbe tree is without any bark 
and its center is very porous, increas- 
ing in density txrward the outer sur- 
face. From the hard outer shell of the 
trunk cants are made. 
The bud or 


root of the center spire from which the 
leaves grow consists of a tender sub- 
stance buried deep down within the 
cluster of the green leaves, and forms 
a very palatable food either in the raw 
state or cooked a? a vegetable. It is 
also made into a preserve with sugar. 


The royal palm is one of the most 


common of all th<» trees in Cuba 
It 


Is met with vverj where, and in the 
center of the broad pasture lands it 
often stands alone 
Bordering the cul- 


tivated fields of rich planters, it forms 
shade avenues whirh lead to the dwell- 
ings.

1.} item's "Night and Morning" gives 


us the coiner Gawtrey, who meets his

cape'when a pistol-shot drops him over 
the side of a house to perish miserably. 
This idea ot falling from a height is 
by no means eojifined to Lytlou. It is 
utilized I>y Anthony Hope, in "Phroso," 
and by Stanley Weyman !a "Under the 
Red Robe," where the villain and his 
victim fall from a lofty bridge into a 
seething torrent below.
